Just as your radio set at home 
can pick up broadcasts, so we now 
have an Instrument, called the elec­ 
troencephalograph, which can re­ 
cord the waves from the human 
brain and make a tracing of them. 
This has been found extremely 
helpful in establishing the correct 
diagnosis of certain mental and 
nervous disturbance*. Of course, it 
requires expert knowledge to in 
terpret these tracings after they 
have been made. 
HIIk Relaxed 
In making the tracing, the pa 
Pent either lies or sits relaxed, 
with the eyes closed. Drowsiness 
must be avoided since sleep pro­ 
duces chance* in the waves which 
may 
be difficult 
to 
distinguish 
from those produced by abnormal 
conditions. 
The 
patient 
should 
breathe 
briskly and deeply for about three 
minutes, since this will help to 
bring out nny abnormalities in the 
brain waves. However, the use of 
such drugs as* sedatives or quieting 
preparations mky mask abnormal 
waves. 
A bnorm al H a v e s 
It has been found that abnormal 
wave* will occur in about nine out 
of ten persons who ar# suffering 
from epilepsy, a condition in which 


times accompanied by convulsions 
or spasms. 
It has also been noted that the 
parents or near relatives of epilep­ 
tics 
frequently 
have 
abnormal 
brain waves, For this reason it has 
been suggested that patients with 
such abnormal bran waves may 
well avoid having children. 
Attacks of epilepsy may also be 
differentiated 
from 
hysteria 
by 
means of the brain waves. In hys­ 
teria, a condition in which there is 
a variety of symptoms caused by 
mental strain, abnormal waves do 
not occur, In narcolepsy, however, 
a condition in which th# patient 
utters from excessive sleepiness, 
the brain waves are abnormal. 
Now and then migraine head­ 
ache* may be due to change* in the 
brain which can b# detected by 
electrical 
tracing 
of the 
brain 
vt aves. It Is also possible to deter­ 
mine, in some cases, Just where a 
tumor growth in the brain is lo­ 
cated by mean* of the electro-en- 
cephalograph. 
Changes in person­ 
ality may follow brain inflamma­ 
tion, and In chorea or St- Vitus 
Dance disturbances of the electrical 
waves from the brain occur. Elec­ 
tro-encephalography may also be 
helpful in making such diagnoses.

Pointers on Care of Pepper Plants

Press Anociation 
PEPPERS are not a bit fuaay 
about wher* they grow. 
They 
will do well in almost any soil 
except one that is too rich. Best 
of all, perhaps, the plants ars 
comparatively free of attacks by 
trisects.

hot The sweet fleshed peppers 
see used for slicing, salads and 
stuffing.
